Bill Anderson reported on the kick off meeting for the San Ysidro
Community Plan Update was held on Wednesday, July 14™, at 5:30 pm.
This first meeting focused on learning about the process for updating the
San Ysidro Community Plan and discussing community goals and issues.
Approximately 40 people attended and the feedback was very positive.
The next meeting will be held on August 11" with the meeting location to
be determined and we will keep you informed.

The San Diego American Planning Association sponsored a walking tour
in Barrio Logan on July 15™. The City conducted a tour of the plan update
area in new and existing developments in Barrio Logan were highlighted
including residential, small markets, elementary schools, new commercial
offices that have moved into the area. It was lead by our Project Manager,
Lara Gates. The event started with a tour of the village area and
concluded with a presentation and Q and A over lunch catered by the Blue
Print Café. Over 50 people attended the event and we also received good
evaluations...

Regarding the budget for FY11, as I think I reported previously, a couple
of our plan update initiatives have been deferred. We will have to ask for

reappropriations in FY12. One was the Mission Valley Community Plan
Updates. We are withdrawing the RP that we had noticed in April for that
because we had to delay it because of new developments in the budget.
Some of the initial money we are asking for to start Southeastern San
Diego. However, with Southeastern San Diego we are proceeding with a
couple of smart growth implementation grants that we have received from
SanDag...We are also applying for State Grants to fund the Community
Plan Update there through the Strategic Growth Council. That grant is
due in August, so we will learn this fall if we get the money so that we can
this fiscal year proceed with that plan update. But at least we can do some
focused work on some of the transit oriented development districts
opportunities there in Southeastern.

The Phyllis Place Plan Amendment extension was put into the budget. As
you recall, when Quarry Falls was approved Town Council initiated a Plan
Amendment to look at one of the alternatives which was to provide access
to the 805 freeway from Quarry Falls to Mission Valley to the 805. That
requires an amendment to the Sierra Mesa Community Plan. Itis
controversial and on record the planning group in Sierra Mesa doesn’t
support the road going through. Mission Valley in the past has, so, we are
going to b studying that and the plan amendment and prepare the
environmental documents and it to hearing this fiscal year.
